A Germination Test Will be Made 
Free of Charge by Dominion Seed 
Laboratory 

Germination tests made on oats, 
wheat and this fall at the Do- 
minion Seed Laboratory, at Calgary, 
show that there are considerable 
quantities of oats and parley, particu- 
1 in’ Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
which are unfit ror seed. The average 
percentage germination for Alberta 
oats is 68 per cent. and none of the 
samples of Alberta oats received have 
germinated up to the .tandard which 
is 95 per cent. Moreover, the average 
preliminary count which is made at 
the end of six days is as low as 35 
per cent. Good seed oats should give 
a preliminary count of 85 to 90 per 
cént, and a final (14 day) count of 
90. per cent. to 98 per cent. of vital 
seeds. Samples of oats received from 
Saskatchewan are somewhat better. 
The average preliminary count is 60 
per cent. and the average final count 
is 86 per cent. Many samples show 
evidence of frost injury,-these always 
giving low percentages of vital seeds, 
both in the preliminary and final 
counts. Alberta barley has also given 
low germination percentages. The 
average preliminary (6 day) count is 
62 per cent. and the average final (14 
day) count is 70 per cent. These 
figures are very low and indicate that 
considerable proportions of Alberta 
oats and barley and Saskatchewan 
oats are weak in vitality and unde- 
sirable for seed purposes. 

As one of the first essentials for a 
good crop of any kind is good seed, it 
is important tuat only seed with 
strong germination energy and high 
percentage of germinable seeds 
should be used. The germination 
energy of a sample is indicated by 
the percentage of seeds which germi- 
nate during the first four or five days 
of tne test. The preliminary count 
therefore is an index of the germina- 
tion energy if, for example, the pre- 
liminary count is 90 per cent. the 
germination energy is strong. Two 
samples may vary as widely as this 
in the preliminary count, but may con- 
tain the same percentage of vital 
seeds in which case the final counts 
would be the same. If the final counts 
only were considered one of these 
samples would be thought to be as 
good as the other, while in reality 
one is good seed and the other unde 
siratle for use as seed. The sample 
with a high preliminary count will 
withstand untavorable weather condi- 
tions at the time of seeding very 
much better than the other. It will 
give a more even stand on the field 
and a crop which will in all probabil- 
ity ripen somewhat earlier. 

Farmers should satisfy themselves 
fore seeding time next spring that 
their seed grain is of the best quality. 
This can only be done by a germina- 
tion test conducted either at home or 
at the Dominion Seed Laboratory in 
Calgary. Samples up to twenty-five in 
number’ will be tested at the Seed 
Laboratory free of charge for any in- 
dividual or company in one year. 
Above this number twenty-five cents 
per test is gharged. 

Samples from Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta and British Columbia 
for test should be addressed to the 
Dominion Seed Laboratory, Box 1684, 
Calgary. Alberta, and postage paid by 
the sender. It is unnecessary to send 
stamps for return postage. For wheat, 
oats, barley and geed of similar size 
about half a tea cupful should be sent 
for test; for seeds of smaller size 
such as flax, red clover. timothy. etc., 
hal fthis quantity is sufficient. If more 
than one sample of the same kind of 
seed is sent for test they should bear 
some distinguishing mark or number. 
—Dominion Seed Laboratory.

Forced to Arbitrate 


An Incident Showing How Roosevelt 
Foiled the Kaiser 

A recently published biography of 
John Hay, foreign secretary in the 
cubinet of President William McKin- 
ley and a member of President Roose- 
velt's cabinets, has brought to light 
the manner in which the German at- 
tempts to obtain possession of a naval 
base in America were foiied by Prest- 
dent Roosevelt. 

At least two distinct attempts are 
known to have been made by Kaiser 
without success, before the blockade 
of the Venezuelan coast, in which Ger-

and Italy, afforded him what he con- 
cluded was the very opportunity for 
which he had been waiting. 

The issue between the European 
powers and Venezuela wag that of the 
payment of the debts which the latter 
owed the former. President Roosevelt 
and Mr. Hay took a strong stand in 
favor of arbitration. Great Britain and 
Italy were willing but the kaiser refus- 
ed and vouchsafed the information 
that any occupation of Venezuelan 
territory by Germany would be only 
“temporary.” Mr. Roosevelt, however, 
sternly resisted any occupation of ter 
ritory whatever and pressed for arbi- 
tration, and the manner in which he 
responded to the test of will as be- 
tween himself and the kaiser is told 
for the first time by Mr. Hay’s biog- 
raphy, somewhat as follows: 

When the crisis was at its most 
acute stage, Dr. Holleben, the German 
ambassador, was summoned to the 
White House when President Roose- 
velt informed him that unless Ger- 
many consented to arbitrate, Admiral 
Dewey would be instructed to proceed 
with his squadron, by noon ten days 
later and to prevent any taking pos- 
session of Venezuelan territory. Dr. 
Holleben protested that his imperial 
majesty, once having refused to arbi-| 
trate, could not change his mind. The 
president replied that he was not ar- 
guing the question as the time for 
argument had gone by, he was simply 
imparting an item of information that 
the German ambassador might think | 
it desirable to transmit to Berlin. A 
week went by in silence and Dr. Hollo- 
ben again had occasion to call on the 
president. He said nothing, however, 
about arbitration and was about to re- 
tire, when Mr. Roosevelt asked him 
about the matter. He stated that no 
message had been received from Ber- 
lin. The president replied that in 
view of the situation Admiral Dewey 
would be instructed to sail two days 
hence at noon, or one day earlier than 
had originally been set. The German 
ambassador was greatly disturbed and 
undertook to protest. He was met by 
the information that the president had 
not yet written instructions to the

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The Live Stock 


Adjusting the Crop to the Amount of 
Live Stock Kept on the Farm 

A proper rejation between the 
amount o: live stock kept on farm 
and the number of acres of crops 
grown sbould always be maintained. 
Our first aim as farmers must be to 
grow crops at less cost than they 
will sell on the market, and then 
we should feed them on the farm sc 
as to realize two profits. 


The farmer who raises most of his 


tion to feed hogs, cattie or any other 
class of stock, than the man who has 
to purchase all his feed. The farmer 
who grows all his own feed may not 
get any more than market prices for 
the grain or other produce consumed 
by the stock, and may still have a 
fair protit through selling his pro- 
duce at market prices in the form 
of the finished product; but the man 
who buys his feed can have for pro- 
fit only what he obtains in excess 
of the market value of the feeds con- 
sumed by the stock. Thus the farm- 
er who grows his feed has two sources 
of profit, namely, the grower’s profit, 
or the profit obtained by selling his 
produce at market price; together 
with the feeder’s profit. or what he 
obtains for his produce in excess of 
market price by selling it in the form 
of pork, beef, mutton, milk, ec. The 
mean who has to buy all the produce 
wich he feeds his stock can: have 
only the feeder’s profit, and under un- 
favorable conditions this profit may

be so small that it will scarcely pay 
for the labor involved. 

The farmer in planning out his 
work for next season must do a little 
reasoning. He may find that he needs 
400 bushels of oats, but with his 
system of farming he may have a 
field that will yield the necessary 
oats which will be worth $160. On 
the other hand, this same field if 
planted to potatoes will yield 1,200 
bushels whic will sell for $700. If 
he had the extra time necessary to 
grow this crop he would figure then 
that it would pay him to grow the 
potatoes, and buy the $160 worth of 
grain, which would establish the cor- 
rect relation. 


The problem of regulating the 
number of animals kept on the farm 
to the amount of food crops produced, 
is less difficult where a regular sys- 
tem of crop growing is practiced and 
one has plenty of silo room to insure 
against drouth and a partial failure 
of the hay crop. Of course, there; 
may come years when the supply of 
roughage may be somewhat reduced 
but then is a good time to dispose 
of some of the less profitable ani-

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Money and Men Must. Win Government 
and F arm Crops Marcon! Says Allies Are Certain of 


Ultimate Victory 

Upon his return to London from a 
month’s trip to Italy and elsewhere 
on the continent, Guglielmo Marconi, 
inventor of wireless telegraphy, and 
now a second lieutenant in the Italian 
army, replying to a question by the 
correspondent, expressed belief that 
there was no likelihood of the war be- 
ing finished within another year. 

While Germany seemed ready to 
make peace now, he said, the allies 
were bound to ignore any such over- 
ture, for the reason that Germany was 
not inclined to agree to any terms 
that would be acceptable. 

“The plain fact,” he said, “is that 
Germany, or a majority of the Ger- 
man people, are tired of the slaughter 
of men, weary of the struggle that 
seems to have no end in sight. While 
that is the prevailing feeling in Ger- 
many, it will shift to one of bitter re- 
volt to see the war on when all of 
Germany realizes that the allies are 
intent on beating Germany and that 
the allies will not accept any half-way 
peace terms. 

“The pulk of Germany’s population ! 
believes that Germany has accom-. 
plished enough to enable her to dic- 
tate terms advantageous to herself. 
They will all pull together for Ger- 
man victory, even harder than ever, 
when the grim determination of the 
allies dawns on their minds. 

“So the war will have to go on, and 
I fail to see any prospect of the end 
of it by next winter. From observa- 
tions I have made everywhere, I am 
sure he conflict will be carried on, 
regrettable at it is, beyond next 
Christmas. Ultimately the side strong- 
er in men and finances must win, and 
that is the allies. 

“Germany cannot go on indefinitely 
with the terrific strain on her finan- 
cial resources, while everyone knows 
that the drain upon her men is ter 
rible. Britain has money vo finance 
the war, and upon her the financial 
pressure must come hardest of all the 
allies. Russia, France and Italy have 
men, while’ Britain is’ throwing her 
own into the field, too. <As_ the 
months go by this bulk of men and 
money is bound to win the war for 
the allies, but it is going to be an aw- 
ful drain on all the nations before 
victory comes. 

“The year drawing to a close has 
been a bitterly disappointing one for 
the allies. Germany has made great 
headway, anl though not entirely in 
the direction~ she wanted to go. But 
she has got Poland, and she still 
holds Belgium, while Serbia is crush- 
ec. If Germany could make peace to- 
day I believe she would be willing to 
vive uy Belgium, but she would insist 
upon holding part, if not all of Poland, 
and upon getting back Alsace-Lor- 
raine from France and her South 
African colonies from England. Such 
a silly peace never would be accepted 
by the allies. 3 

“To make victory sure the quad- 
ruple Alliance must move in precise 
accord until the end, each making a 
heroic sacrifice of men and financial 
sinews. Politica] upsets only retard 
the concerted action so supremely 
necessary. There must be no more 
mistake of diplomacy. 

“Italy is throwing all her energy in- 
to the war. Already she has three 
million men in arms. She will hold 
Albania and help Saloniki if need be. 
But I don’t think Italian aid is needed 
for Saloniki, for the British and 
French seem capable of holding their 
own. I don’t believe the Germans wil] 
get into Greece. 

“Difficult times are headed in the 
western theatre of war next spring 
and summer, wi.h the Germans trying 
to push through the allied lines in 
France, but the allies undoubtedly 
will be able successfully to resist 
them,”

After the very definite, almost em- 
phatic statement of the prime minis- 
ter, at St. John, N.B., on October 20 
no further money should be diverted 
from the Patriotic Fund by weil mean- 
ing but rather thoughtless people who 
claim that the equipment of Canadian 
forces is insuffcient. Sir Robert has 
made it very plain that the govern- 
ment is fully prepared to make every 
necessary provision for guns, muni- 
tions and he appeals to the generos- 
ity of the public only on behalf of the 
Canadian Patriotic Fund, the Red 
Cross Society and gister associations, 
We quote below an extract from the 
speech in question: 

“Regarding machine guns, we real- 
ized early in the war the necessity of 
an abundant supply, and orders have 
been given from time to time for a 
very large number. Those ordered 
during the first twelve months of the 
war are now being rapidly delivered, 
and they are more than sufficient to 
equip two fully army corps up to the 
highest standard of the enemy’s 
forces. During the past summer the 
provision of machine guns became c 
matter of vital interest to the Canad- 
ian people, as reports through the 
press emphasized the necessity that 
our forces should be adequately sup- 
plied with all the machine guns that 
could be utilized. Patriotic individ- 
uals offered to cqntribute large sums 
for this diatinctivespurpose. The goy- 
ernment of Ontario made a similar 
patriotic proposal, and throvghout the 
country various communities gener- 
ously subscribed to funds for this ob- 
ject. During my absence in Great 
Britain my colleagues endeavored to 
make it clear to the people that an 
ample supply of machine guns had 
been ordered and that these would be 
paid out of the Canadian treasury. 
The treasury of Canada ought proper. 
ly to bear all the cost of equipping 
and maintaining our forces in the 
field, and that has been our policy. 
Nevertheless, the spirit and impulse 
which prompted our peonle could not 
be stayed, and, indeed, any attempt to 
stay it would have been misunder- 
stood. Up to date the sums thus re- 
ceived by the government amount to 
$773,327.95. : 

“In dealing with other needs which 
will certainly arise, the government 
will not fail to remember that these 
generous and free-will contributions 
have been made. And in all your 
splendid generosity, do not forget the 
Patriotic Fund and the Canadian Red 
Cross Society They have done a 
great work, but they have a still 
greater work to do. Appeals which as- 
suredly will not fall on deaf ears 
must be made in the early future. See 
that the response is generous and 
ample. When you are making pro- 
vision for the Canadian Patriotic

While 
ag number of ra ge be aryhyen 
not as great as t year, it is very 
find the largest 
in the number of 
western @ females and purebred 
bulls supplied. In 1914 about 75 head 
of western bred grade heifers were 
distributed, while this year over 180 
were sold. The number of bulls has 
risen from 24 in 1914 to 80 this year. 
The reason for this splendid increase 
was due, no doubt, to the fact that 
an option calling for only a quarter 
cash deposit, instead of the fifty per 
cent, in force before, wags authorized 
early in the spring and added to the 
sale regulations. In no way can the 
quality and standard of the Sas- 
katchewan cattle breeding industry 
be raised more quickly and more 
cheaply than by the introduction of 
high class, purebred sires, and it 
is believed that next year’s farmers 
and stock breeders in even greater 
numbers’ will avail themselves of 
this opportunity. Only about thirty 
of the bulis were bought in the east, 
the rest being purchased from local 
breeders in the west. 

Amongst other places, the districts 
around Rush Lake, Debden, Margo, 
Kerrobert and Kindersley received 
carload shipments of cattle. In Ker- 
robert, Where a new creamery was 
established this year, approximately 
sixty head of milk cows were sold, 
while Kindersley received about five 
carloads of western-bred grade heif- 
ers. 

That the action of the department 
in distributing livestock is appre- 
ciated and thought well of by the 
Saskatchewan farmer is shown by 
the numerous enquiries received now 
by the livestock branch which un- 
fortunately cannot be filled at pr 
ent, but are being held over un 
next spring. 

Regarding the work with sheep, 
the increase has been more than four- 
fold. Last year about 480 grade 
range ewes and 12 purebred rams 
were distributed under the livestock 
sale regulations. This year about 
2,200 head of evr3 and about 40 rams 
were supplied. No doubt this pheno- 
mena] increase was due to the fact 
that there is an excellent market for 
both wool and mutton at the present 
time, which -akes the raising of 
sheep a very lucrative business, and 
which influenced farmers from all 
parts of Saskatchewan to start with 
a small.fiock. The 2,200 sheep were 
supplied mostly in lots from 20 to 
100, and were scattered over the 
whole province, quite a few being 
shipped into the northwestern part. 

There is no branch of the livestock 
industry which needs more encour- 
agement than the raising of sheep. 
Confronted with the very serious 
weed problem, the slogan of our 
prairie farmers and wheat growers 
has pecome “Sh-ep on every farm,” 
and they wil maintain their reputa- 
tion of having a “golden hoof,” after 
first keeping the summerfallow 
clean, and then gleaning the stubble 
fields in the fall. 


One gratifying feature from the 
livestock point of view ia the fact 
that although Saskatchewan has been 
blessed with one of the heaviest and 
largest crops ever harvested, farm- 
ers on the whole are not losing sight 
of the livestock end, and quite a few 
enquiries; and applications for stock 
are now being received from the dis- 
tricts, from which reports of the 
highest yields have been received, 
viz.: the southwestern district of 
Saskatchewan, on the Weyburn- 
Shaunavon line, and the Goose Lake 
country. This would indicate that 
the prairie farmer, after having gar- 
nered or of the bes. grain crops in 
years, is prepared and willing to in- 
vest part of lis surplus cash in 
breeding stock, and this augers well 
for the future o fthe livestock in- 
dustry of the province.

Cigar Destroys Zeppelin 


Carelessness of Workman Results in 
Loss of One of Germany’s Big 
Airships 

Disaster swift and complete has 
overtaken one of the largest and most 
elaborately equipped Zeppelins. 

The vessel concerned was the Z18 
and the disaster, which resulted in 
two men being killed and eight in- 
jured,. occurred at Tendern, West 
Schleswig. The explosion occurred 
when German soldiers were engaged 
in pumping gas or air into the Zep- 
Pelin, which had only recently arriy- 
ed, and had been installed fn a shed. 

They had not quite finished when 
@ violent explosion occurred. The 
Zeppelin caught fire, and was entire- 
ly destroyed. The roof of the shed 
was blown off, and all the windows 
were destroyed. 

The Z18 had only done a single 
trip westward over the island of Sylt 
be.ore 1 was aestroyed. ihe sled 
housing the airship had only just 
been completed before the disaster 
occurred, a lew alterations being re- 
quired on the roof, where plaftorms 
originally fixed for anti-aircraft guns 
were being moved aside in accord- 
ance with a new scheme and placed 
on the ground at the four corners of 
the huge shell, which occupies nearly 
an acre. 

A number of marines assisted the 
workmen in getting the roof ready, 
and, despite stringent orders to the 
contrary, several men smoked cigars. 
It is reported that one man dropped a 
burning cigar on the top of the en- 
velope of the airship, resulting in an 
immediate explosion, which killed or 
injured ten men. The loss of the Zep- 
pelin was kept profoundly secret and 
is not now knowa to German people.

Some Lessons From the War 

Complete admiration of the Ger- 
man system is not required to sustain 
the belief that Great Britain might 
emerge from the war with many soc- 
ial ideas changed and the nation es- 
sentially strengthened thereby. Indiv- 
idualistic nations, like Great Britain 
and the United States, cannot con- 
ceive of themselves submitting to the 


complete German program without 
injury to something they regard as 
superior to an efficiency de- 
veloped as the Germans have. 
But they cannot find it mneces- 


sary to adopt German measures with- 
out retaining respect for them ana 
without desiring to retain for the na- 
tional good in peace some of the re- 
sults obtained for the national good 
in war. 

It would not be suggested that the 
benefits which Great Britain may re- 
ceive will compensate for the waste of 
war, but it is to be admitted that war 
has been going on internally in Great 
Britain for generations and the slums 
have been her battlefields. White- 
chapel does not terrify the way the 
battlefield at Loos did, but it has 
been more costly to the British em- 
pire. The American democracy has 
a lesson to learn from this.—Chicago 
Tribune.

Escape of British Officer 


Naval Lieutenant Cleverly Gets Away 
From Copenhagen 

Lieut.-Commander Layton, a British 
naval officer, who was interned at 
Cope: on, has just made his es- 
cape exciting circumstances. 

A first he was allowed by the 
Danes a fair amount of liberty on 
parole, but a few days after his in- 
ternment began he went to the com- 
mandant of the barracks and toid 
him he wished to take back thé word 
of honor he had given not to try to 
escape. 

The commandant, interpreting this 
as an intimation that he would en- 
deavor to escape, told Layton that he 
would have to have him very closeiy 
watched. His quarters were placed 
under double guard, and there always 
seemed to be three or four sentries 
watching his movemnets. The pros- 
pect of escape seemed gmall, and, to 
make matters worse, Layton was 
seized with a violent influenza cold, 
which prostrated him for the time 
being. 

Two sentries stood at the door of 
his room, and tkey never seemed to 
relax their vigilance. They were con- 
stantly looking through th peephole 
in the door of Layton’s room to see 
that matters were all right. 

They did it as usual on the particu- 
lar evening that he escaped. Things 
were semingly quite in order, ard 
their prisoner was apparently lyirg 
on the bed. As a matter of fact, he 
wag not, aid at a moment when the 
attention of one of the sentries was 
engaged and the other had been sent 
on an errand, Layton opened the door 
and slipped into another room, wnere 
he found a thick serge civilian suit. 
In due course he found himself at a 
window overlooking the street, and 
with a rope which he had discovered 
he lowered himself into a street. 

The barracks were on an island, 
and for better security, patrols had 
been placed everywhere. The escap. 
ing officer met two of them, but suc- 
ceeded by a ruse in passing them. 

His next obstacle was the canal. 
The night was dark and bitterly cold, 
there being several dogrees of frost, 
but, clothed as he was, Layton took 
the most direct course and swam for 
it. In spite of the fact that he was 
still suffering from influenza he did 
this successfully, and having got to 
land he took off his clothes and wrung 
them out, so a. to show no obvious 
signs of water. 

On the ferryboat he turned himself 
into a porter and managed to get the 
job of carrying a passenger’s heavy 
bag to the station. There he boarded 
a train and in due course reached the 
dockside, where he caught a boat to 
Christiania. 

He used several disguises during 
the remainder of his voyage to Chris- 
tiania, just succeeded in escaping de- 
tection, and finally sailed from Ber- 
gen to England. On the boat to Eng- 
land a passenger asked him if it was 
true that he was an American. He 
replied that he was, whereupon his 
fellow-traveller remarked:

Canteens to be Taken Over' 


Will be Managed by Canadian Miii- 


tary Authorities 

The Montreal Gazette's London cor- 
respondent says: 

“An important change is about to 
take place at Shorncliffe and Bbram- 
shott Camps, whereby the canteens 
and the sale of general supplies will 
be taken over by the Canadian mili- 
tary authorities, the chief effect of 
which will be the enrichment of the 
Dominion relief fund for the disabled, 
and the patronage, so far as possibie, 
of Canadian products and manutfactur- 
ers. At present the canteens are in 
the hands of civilian contractors 
whose protits have been considerable. 
It is not intended to reduce prices be- 
low the ordinary commercial scale, 
thus allowing profits which the auth- 
orities here consider that the good 
pay of the Canadian soldiers enable 
toem to pay fair prices, by which they 
themselves, if disabled, may benetit 
in future years. The management of 
the canteen and supplies will fall up- 
on the department of supplies and 
transport, of which Col. McRae is 
chief at Shorncliffe. It is anticipated 
that the Canadian relief fund will 
benefit by a large figure annually un- 
der the scheme. 

“It is the feeling of the authorities 
here that the future of many soldiers 
may be very dark as compared with 
their present good circumstances; in 
fact, certain officers express the opin- 
ion that the extravagance of many of 
the men should ,be checked by com- 
pulsory payment into the reserve ac- 
count of a proportion of the goidiers’ 
pay. Although this is done for the 
men in the field, they have access to 
the accumulated money on returning 
to England, and in time of leave may 
get through the savings of months. 

“One advantage of the canteen 
management will be the placing on 
sale at the camps of stocks of Canad- 
jan tobaccos and cigarettes.” 

In another despatch the correspond- 
ent says: 

“Col H. 8. Birkett; of McGill Hos- 
pital, is sailing soon for Canada. It is 
understood that he has relinquished 
his command and that he will not re 
turn to service.”

Pinchon, ex-minister of 
fo affairs, of France, writing un- 
der eaption of “Germany’s Horse- 
whip,” says the allies must concen- 
trate to the utmost in co-operation to 
win the war. If they do this, he de- 
elares, victory is in sight. 

“I am not betraying any secret,” 
Mr. Pinchon writes, “in saying that 
the allies have not always been in 
agreement since the beginning of the 
war on tactics, military operations 
and diplomatic negotiations. Everyone 
knows dissensions have existed; 
everyone knows there have been di- 
vergencies of view on the part of the 
governments of France and Great 
Britain on the conduct of eastern af- 
fairs. Such incidents are inevitable 
between powers of whom none thinks 
of dominating and imposing its sov- 
ereign will on any other side, but, on 
the contrary, all consider themselves 
as equals in like ‘perils. 

“In the coalition which unites Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, Turkey and 
Bugaria there is only one country 
which governs and can be master, 

that ig the German empire, which 
itself is dominated by Prussia, It is 
the whip over the governments which 
it has made partners in an enterprise 
of servitude.

Want to Know 
About Canada 


Soldiers in Trenches Seek Informa- 
tion About PoSsibilitics of This 
Cduntry 
A London correspondent of the 
Free Press writes: “One result of 
the fraternizing in the trenches of 
Canadian soldiers with those of 
France and Belgium, is illustrated 
in letters received at the Canadian of- 
fices in London. Large numbers of 
French and Belgium soldiers appear 
to have had their interest in the 
Dominion excited to the extent of 
writing to London for literature de- 


scriptive of its opportunities and 
activities. That their action has 
been prompted by conversations 
with the Canadian boys in suffic 


iently indicated by the fact that each 
Man makes an express request to 
be informed about a particular 
province. Thus one writes for de- 
tails concerning British Columbia’s 
fruit industry, another requires books 
on the wheat growing areas of the 
prairie provinces; a third about the 
mining districts of Ontario, and others 
about lumbering, fishing and stock- 
raising. It does not require much in- 
sight to guess that some ardent, Brit- 
ish Columbian “has discoursed about! 
the advantages of his province, and 
that the men from Manitoba and On- 
tario have been no less active in im- 
parting “information. Frequently 
Canadians themselves write asking 
for books to be forwarded to a French 
or Belgian soldier. On the other 
hand, some of the Canadians in Eng- 
land to whom the writer has spoken, 
having looked on this island land and 
found it good, express the determina- 
tion to establish themselves in this 
country after the war.. Similarly, it 
is to be expected that some Canad- 
fans will find attractions on the other 
side of the channel and stay to make 
a home in the land in which they have 
fought so valiantly. That there will 
be a great exchange among the men 
of all nationalities seems to be with- 
out doubt. 

Canada, however, holds the field 
among the majority, and all eyes 
are turned to the great Dominion. 
The commitments for which Can- 
ada has made herself responsible and 
the determination voiced in the 
speeches of her prominent men on 
both sides of the ocean, have opened 
the eyes of even well informed peo- 
ple who thought they had the measure 
of Canada’s power to aid the mother- 
land. Not the least of these revealing 
factors has been the splendid success 
of the Canadian war loan.—Manitoba 
Free Press.

The Notable Adventures of an On- 
tario Soldier Related in Letter 
Few soldiers have met with such 

adventures as befel Driver J. b.

It cannot be doubted that 
pecuniarily they have cost very much 
and that Germany has only received 
very middling co-operation from her 
obsequious dependents. Still, for the 
present at least, she has attained her 
ends, which have in the end profited 
by the lesson of events. The govern- 
ments, by their representatives, have 
met and laid their heads together. 

“We have not only failed in har 
mony of plans, but prescience, and 
when we have decided we have not 
always counted all their requirements 
and the risks; we have not always 
known how to make, at the right mo- 
ment, all the sacrifices on which suc- 
ce3g depended. In these matters we 
often have been inferior to Germany; 
it rests upon us to be superior in the 
future.” 


Getting Ready for 
Canada’s Big Army 


Work of Bringing Ferce up to Half 
Million to Commence at Once 
Preparations are under way in the 
militia department to meet the in- 
creased démand upon the labors and 
energies ‘consequent upon the new 
year decision ot the government to 
increase the authorized number of the 
Canadian troops from a quarter of a 

million to half a million men. 

The task of bringing the Canadian 
forces to the large figure, it is realiz- 
ed, is a heavy one, but the minister 
of militia is confident as always that 
it.can be accomplished. 

The’ new authorization, if consum- 
mated, will mean the recruiting of, 
neariy 30 per cent. of all males of 
military age throughout the Do- 
minion. It will also mean an annual 
expenditure of $500,000,000 on the 
basis of $1,000 per man, in uniform. 
This was the estimate made by Sir 
Thomas White. minister of finance, 
when the authorized number was two 
hundred and fifty thousand, and 
when he declared that the expendi- 
ture for the coming fiscal year would 
approximate $250,000,000. It will not 
far exceed that amount, 

It is,now more than probable that 
Canada will have two full army corps, 
consisting of four full divisions, on 
the rae line by the beginning of 
spring. his will constitute a splen- 
did representation for the Dominion. 

Preparations for an extensive re- 
cruiting campaign are now under 
way. New regiments will shortly be 
cuthorized for the various cities, 
towns and rural districts throughout 
Canada. 

In addition to these the minister of 
militia declares that he has decided 
to raise several special] regiments in- 
cluding two or more Indian regi- 
ments, a Metis regiment, a naturaliz- 
ed Japanese-Canadian regiment and 
a colored regiment. More attention 
will also be given to specialization in 
other directions. - 

A new Irish regiment is to be raised 
in Toronto, while the minister has 
hinted that the hundreds of clergy 
who have applied for positions as 
chaplains be organized into a regi- 
ment of fighting parsons for over- 
seas service.

A United States army officer who 
has been at the front and visited the 
Canadian soldiers, writes to a Mont- 
realer and expresses the opinion that 
General Sir Sam Hughes should be 
created a field marshal. The letter 
of the American officer is in part: 

“Canada has an army now any na- 
tion would be proud of. An army and 
a reputation, a well earned and hard 
won repuation that future genera- 
tions of Canadians will be expected 
to cherish with pride and live up to 
if they can. It is common knowledge, 
and universally admitted by all that 
the Germans would have reached 
Calais la~ April had it not been for 
the Canadians. 

“Was there a Canadian army before

We had been 
torpedoed. 1 managed to get away 
in a boat with six holes in it, and by 
dint of hard baling kept afloat until 
we reached Morocco.

If the 
fields were ever tilled and cultivated 
properly they were last year. But in 
the field behind the agricultural col- 
lege here they have 25.2 bushel crops 
every year, If the farmer did as the 
agricultural college does his crop 
would be just as much a success year 
after year. Last year the land was 
there and cultivation was there. 

“Weeds! When the minister of 
agriculture said that the farmers 
were robbed of $25,000,000 this year 
by* weeds, we realized that the alarm- 
ing fact was only too true, yet you are 
allowing this robbery to go on under 
your very feet. Things that should be 
observed by you in the fight for weed 
extermination are: Fertility of your 
soil, moisture, room, horseflesh, hired 
help, twine, your threshing bill, tak- 
ing to market, freight, and your good 
name, Seager Wheeler gets more 
money out of his wheat on account of 
his reputation for cleanliness. No 
man in this country is farming proper- 
ly who has no wife. Wives, as good 
housekeepers, keep the home clean 
and inspire the man to do likewise in 
his crop. Never stop fighting against 
weeds. 

“Your aims! What are your aims? 
Your farm is not a place solely in 
which to make money. It is a place 
for you to make a home and provide 
home comforts for your wives and 
children. 

“Keep your ear to the ground and 
hear how much is being said about 
education. The three stages in pres- 
ent day agricultural education are the 
rural school. the collegiate institute 
and the university. In order that the 
rural school may give a proper train- 
ing, teachers must be had. These 
teachers come from the collegiates or 
high schools. The collegiate teachers 
who teach: the rural school teachers 
come from the university. I would 
like to gee something more practical 
in our educational system. The very 
things that our young men of twenty 
are being taught in the agricultural 
colleges are what the Danish children 
read in their primers. 

“T never do and never will consent 
that we are farming properly by con- 
fining ourselves to grain growing 
alone. Mixed farming, and more mix- 
ed farming is the call you must 
hearken to. Of all the men on earth 
who are privileged you men are 
among the most favored, in that you 
have at your feet unlimited possibili- 
ties for the pursuit of mixed farming. 
The silent partner of the farmer ‘is 
nature. It works all the year around 
with you and never flags. Teach 
your children to see the workings of 
nature in animal life. The brood 
mare carrying her foal and the cow 
with calf are nature’s works and 
should not be passed by. 

“Who is an educated man? Who 
is the best educated man? I read the 
other day an article in which it said 
that the man who made a specialty of 
agriculture might be as well educated 
as another professor. Might he? He 
is! The best educated man I have 
ever met and the one who was the 
best companion was a man from the 
experimental farm at Ottawa, ‘the 
weed and bug man,’ the late James 
Fletcher. 

“Be good neighbors to your farmer 
friends. I would sooner have it said 
of me that I was a good neighbor than 
a rich man. Be a neighbor and help 
your fellow worker. You will be re- 
paid. If, during this address, I have 
given you anything to make you proud 
of your homes, proud of being citi- 
zens of Saskatchewan, I am satis- 
fied.”"—Saskatoon Star. 


Newfoundlanders at Dardanelles 

“We went into the trenches on 
Sunday night and came out again on 
Monday night,” writes a Newfound- 
lander from the Dardanelles. 

“Just before we were supposed to 
leave, the Turks tried to attack the 
right of the line, but were driven back 
with heavy losses. We had to stand 
to and were in the bombardment. I 
can tell you it was very exciting for 
six hours or more. What with shells 
bursting and the rapid firing of rifles 
one had no time to think of anything. 
However, it was a nice, little christ- 
ening, and now when it really“comes 
to us we won't mind it. Harold Mit- 
chell has been made a sergeant. He 
got it for good work under fire the 
first time we went into the trenches. 
Hé and 15 men were detailed to go 
out after dark and dig a new trench. 
They just reached the place when 
the Turks discovered them and they 
opened fire, Harold ordered his men 
to lie down and consequently saved 
them all. They were out five hours, 
but got the trench completed.”

eroic stand during the first days of 
the war. “This is a case,” he con- 
tinued, “for that mere working mini- 
mum of a serfse of honor that makes 
Us repay a poor man who has advanc- 
ed his last penny to post a letter we 
have forgotten to stamp. In this re 
spect Belgium stands alone, and the 
claims even of other allies may well 
stand aside till she is paid to the ut- 
termost farthing.” 

“There has been self-sacrifice every- 
where else, but it was the self-sacri- 
fice of individuals, each for his own 
country, the Serbian dying for Serbia, 
or the Italian for Italy. But the Bel- 
gian did not merely die for Belgium. 
Belgium died for Burope. 

“If we even privately utter a mur 
mur, or even privately grudge a penny 
for binding the wounds of so solitary 
and exceptional a martyr, we our- 
selves shall be something almost as 
solitary and exceptional.” 

Mr. Chesterton's appeal ts couched 
in mild terms as compared with what 
is deserved by the widows and or- 
phans of Belgium according to those 
who have recently returned from the 
desolate wastes and the ruined cities 
of the not long ago prosperous little 
country. One and all they are unani- 
mous in emphasizing the debt that the 
British empire owes Belgium. The 
scenes these returning people picture 
are in some instances too terrible to 
describe even if words could describe 
them. 

The long queues outside the bread 
depots tell the story. The thinly clad, 
weeping women, endeavoring to ve 
brave through their tears, and the 
shivering, ill-fed children clinging to 
their skirts—thcy tell Belgium’s story. 
And this starvation and destitution is 
all because Belgium stood with her 
face to the enumy when that enemy 
threatened Britain. 

This and volumes more is the rea- 
son such an insistent appeal is being 
made to the Belgian Relief Committee 
of Montreal. Wheat is the present 
salvation of starving Belgium. Wheat 
means both work and bread for these 
long lines of Belgian women and 
children and for $2.50 one Belgian 
family can be kept free from starva- 
tion a month. Belgium is starving 
and Canada is the only part of the 
empre that can supply the wheat she 
needs. Unless this wheat is sent by 
Canadians as a part of the payment 
of Britain’s debt of honor to Belgium 
thousands of women and children will 
die of starvation this winter. 


Horses for Allied Armies 


Seven Thousand From Eastern Can 
ada and Eleven Thousand From 
Western Canada 

One hundred and thirty thousand 
army horses arrived at the four To 
ronto horse exchanges during the year 
1915. Of the 112,000 “warriors” that 
came to West Toronto yards about 
100.000 were brought through fro. 
western United States. The  Brittsh 
and French governments therefore 
purchased in the neighborhood of 20,- 
000 horses in Toronto, drawn from 
various parts of this country. The 
Dominion government, which through 
its agents, purchased directly from 


owners, took 18,000 horses, 7,000 from 
eastern Canada anu 11,000 from west- 
ern Canada. Of those bought in the 
east two-thirds came from Ontario. 


Of the latter 40 per cent. were Cav- 
alry, 40 per cent. artillery and 20 per 
cent. hea transport horses. Of 


those purchasea in the west 50 per 
cent. were cavalry, 25 per cent. artil- 
lery and 25 per cent. heavy transport 
horses. 

The average price paid by the Can- 
adian government for horses bought 
in the east was $177, and in the west 
$165, the difference being accounted 
for by the longer haul to seaboard 
and the fact that western horses had 
many of them to be broken. The 
British government paid, on the aver- 
age, $160, while the French govern- 
ment, which sought lighter animals 
of somewhat inferior quality, paid 
$140.—Toronto Globe. 


Crop Prospects For 1916 

The outlook for the western grain 
crop of 1916 is not as bright at the 
present time as was the prospect for 
1915 at this period last year. A very 
much smaller area of land has been 
prepared for crop £0 far this season 
than was prepared in the autumn of 
1914. In Saskatchewan, for instance, 
which represents more than half of 
the grain area of the whole west, the 
total amount of land prepared for the 
crop of 1916 is estimated to be only 
4,504,891 acres, as compared with 8,- 
084,574 acres a year ago. This great 
difference has been due first of all 
to inclement weather during the aut- 
umn months of 1915., which prevented 
farmers from threshing not to men- 
tion ploughing. The grain production 
of the past season and the feeling of 
uncertainty regarding the future con- 
dition of the markets have also been 
factors in the mind of the agricultura: 
west. But it is too early yet to in 
dicate the probable area under crop 
in Western Canada for 1916. If the 
spring season opens early and favor- 
ably a vast amount of ploughing and 
seeding may be done in the months 
of April and May.—Toronto Globe. 


Lord Derby Makes His Final Report 

Lord Derby’s recruiting figures for 
the period between October 23 and 
December 15 show that 1,150,000 un- 
married men and 1,679,263 married 
men presented themselves for ser- 
vice. 

Of the grand total of 2,829,263 mar- 
ried and unmarried men, 103,000 mar 
ried and 112,431 married men enlist- 
ed immediately. Eight hundred and 
forty thousand single men and 1,344, 
979 married men were attested for 
future service. Of the single men 
207,000 were rejected, while 221,853 
married men were not accepted by the 
recruiting officers.

“When we recall the savage cruelty 
of the man who prutally murdered 
Edith Cavell, whose only wrong was 
obedience to God-given humanity, we 
are indiposed to look for example 
to anything that a German does, yet 
we in Canada might with profit to 
ourselves and advantage to the em- 
pire remember that the millions of 
Germans in their private homes have 
fused with the millions of Germans at 
the front into one common will; that 
the Germans who fight and the Ger. 
mans who work have become a single 
thing, one united and solid phalanx; 
that ever since the war began every- 
one of their seventy millions, men, 
women and children, have had the 
one thought and have worked for one 
common cause. Theirs is and has 
been a complete obsession. Our ac 
tivity, on the other hand, seldom gets 
boyond a nervous perusal of the 
morning papers, and our enthusiasm 
ends with an occasional subscription. 
We are content to let others do our 
fighting for us, and if we who stay 
at home find time for anything from 
our ordinary pursuits it is not to en- 
courage, but to criticize. For the 
empty foolery of dying rich we pay 
down our health and happiness, and 
sometimes our integrity; and Sir 
George Foster’s recent announcement 
that we must give up our savings and 
cheque our earnings to the extent of 
three hundred million dollars comes 
none too soon, and will be accepted 
with universal approval by every 
wre who has a spark of patriotism 

eft. 


“We seem to forget that if we are 


daughters are 
Hun ferocity, it is the other fellow 
whom we have to thank for it, and 
snould it be that he forfeits his life 
we still continue our daily vocation 
as if our duty ended with a passing 
word of sympathy. When shall we 
wake up? I'l tell you, when history 
repeats itself. After this war is over, 
it not before, there then will be a 
rude awakening, but it may then be 
too late. There will be then one 
universal question, the same that was 
put to every claimant for preferment 
after the close of the Civil War in 
the United States. Whether it be tn 
federal, provincia] or municipal pol 
tics; whether it be in private life or 
in public life; whether it be on the 


Tungs of the social ladder; whether 
it be in business or private competi 
tion, the one universa] question will 
be: ‘What is your war record?’ 


“If we cannot do better than say 
in reply: ‘Wes helped when to help 
came our way;’ if when khaki is the 
insignia of the fighting man, we par- 
ade in it without doing the duty it 
demands; if our energies find first 
deliverance tn our private pursuits 
and only what is left we give to the 
empire; if in this awful crisis we 
give only second thoughts and little 
if any, of our ease, our blood and 
our wealth, and continue to surfeit 
out an apathetic indifference as Lo 
many frozen churls, then the answer 
to the question, ‘What is your war 
consign us to everlast- 
ing dishonor, for be it remembered 
that the bounty jumper, infamous as 
he was, found favor in the eyes of 
the American people over the man 
who stayed at home to make money, 
that he might hire others to do his 
fighting for him.” 


Allies Ready for 
Next Big Push 


Britain and France Have Men and 
Material for Drive on West 
Front 
A cable despatch to the New York 
Herald from London says: “The 
three months since the sharp and suc- 
cessful offensive in late September 
have seen a remarkably rapid accum- 
ulation of reserve men and munitions 
on the western front, in preparation 
for the next general advance. The ex- 
penditure in shells has beer even less 
than it was during the summer, if 
conditions may be judged accurately 
from the official communiques, and 
aside from the activity at Hartmanns- 
Weilerkopf where comparatively 
small forces are engaged, th» men 
have been called on for little rea. 

fighting. 

While the expenditure—human and 
material—uas been at a minimum, the 
production of both necessities has 
been at the maximum. France and 
Britain have beon working their fully 
mobilized steel plants night and day, 
and it is estimated that out of every 
three shells, two have gone into the 
reserve supply, that will be used 
when the time comes to maintain an 
unprecedented rain of death on the 
German positions from Nieuport to 
Switzerland. Into the reservoir of 
men has gone a large proportion*ef 
the new units, which will receive 
their real baptism of fire in the next 
‘big push.’” 


Submarines Laying Mines 


Caught in the Drag Net and Destroy- 
ed by the Contact With its Own 
Weapon 

British trawlers in naval employ 
searching for mines in the North Sea, 
were at work jus: at dawn one morn- 
ing reaping once more the myster 
iously sown harvest, when the drag- 
ging tackle scooped in a mine which 


had certainly not been in that spot a| 


few hours before, and which certainly 
had not been laid by a vessel which 
could have been seen on the face 
of the waters. 

It was a surprising “sweep” in 
that respect, but not the first of its 
kind by any means. What followed 
was a much greater surprise. The 
presence of a mine in the dragging 
gear had just been noticed, when 
the gear touched something else 
weighty and buiky, under the sea. 
The surprised sweepers saw the ter 
rific strain on the gear, but only for 
a moment. 

There was no time to guess the 
nature of the second catch. A tre 
mendous under water explosion 
hurled a mighty column of water in- 
to the air, and the little mine sweep- 
er shivered in the turmoil and the 
shower. The hooked mine had been 
dragged into contact with, and had 
exploded, surely the father of all 
mines. 

Then the geyser subsided, the boil 
of the sea settled, and the facts were 
piain. Amidst a whirling scum of oil 
on the surface there floated for a 
little, articles of apparel and much 
debris from the interior of a sub- 
marine. The submarine mine-layer 
had been mined at work. 

The enemy doubtess marvelled at 
her disappearance, as he has had to 
marvel at many disappearances since 
the war at sea began. He has ap- 
parently built other submarine mine 
layers, and these are now being used. 
That they will be adequately dealt 
with there is not the slightest doubt.

Prepare for Peace 
While Yet at War 


Prairie Country to do Share In Saving 
Canada When War is Over, Says 
Minister 


Preparation for the vita] and whok 
ly unprecedented problems which will 
face Canada at the conclusion of the 
war was urged by ‘Hon. Robert Rog- 
ers, minister of public works, on his 
return from the west to Ottawa. Mr. 
Rogers says the country should get 
ready for peace, as unfortunately it 
did not prepare for war. He emphasiz 
ed the action on similar lines in the 
United States and declared the prs 
ent as Canada’s greatest opportunity 
in paving the way to be the most pro 
gressive nation of the country. 

“I tell you,” -+.id.Mr.Rogers, “the 
prairie country is going to do its 
share in saving Canada when the war 
is over. It is helping mightily to save 
it and to save the empire right now. 
Our boys out there are volunteering 
with great eagerness and as the stat- 
istics show in a mos. creditable pro- 
portion to population, Then they are 
the right kind of lads to make sold- 
iers. They not only know how to 
ride and shoot, which makes them so 
valuable in the veldt war of South 
Africa, but they are accustomed to 
roughing it and enduring hardships 
and generally living the outdoor life 
so necessary anywhere. 

“The boys out there are great little 
fighters. They are in this war to see 
it through. Just as surely as the west- 

)erners now are taking a big share in 
‘waging the war, the west will take a 
big share in protecting Canada from 
the financial, industrial ad commr- 
cial consequences which the devasta- 
tion of war is bound to let loose on all 
mankind. When the war stops it will 
be like a little fast express running 
into a granite cliff. The whole world 
will be rushing full speed ahead with 
war preparations. Then suddenly they 
will not be wanted. Unless the great- 
est caution is exercised there is bound 
to be vast industrial trouble, such as 
we will regret. It is almost inevitable 
and will be worldwide. 

“The great pressing question for us 
in Canada is how vo fortify this coun- 
try as fully as possible against its ef- 
fects and that is where our vast and 
rich prairies will come in. Out there 
is where we must “dig in” to meet 
this last charge of the enemy. We 
will have the prairies—by far the 
most tempting magnet for immigrat- 
ing people in the world. There will be 
nothing like them. And there will be 
a lot of migrating. Where will the 
European immigrants go? Will they 
go to foreign lands, lands where they 
will be lost forever for the Allies, or 
will they come over to Canada where 
they will be under the Briush flag? 
That is the vital question for Canada 
for the empire, for the allies, for civ- 
ilization, and the answer can be put 
in one word—preparation.'”
